Order of Battie and lilitary Information 


On 5 February about 10,000 troops of the 27 Army,- 3 Field Army, and the 
Kvangtung-Kvangsi Coltam were in the Paoan (113-56, 22-32) arca.l In late 
January there were 15,000 troops there, some_of whom were transferred to en 
unknown destination via the lanshan Islands. 


On 6 February, the 21, 29, and 31 Armies,3 3 Ficld Army, were in the area 
of Paoan, Tungkuan (113-46, 23-02), Muiyang (114-26, 23-05), Bias Bay, and 
Swacow, Their strength; including elements of the h Ficld Army, was about 
120,009 men. About 20,000 troops of the 29 Army arrived in Kvangtung from 
Chekiang via Hunan (sic) and are now stationed in the Paoan-Tungkuan=Ihiiyang 
area. 


On 3 February about 30 light tanks were on the highvay between Hulyang and 
Swatow, They were off to the side of the highway and vere camouflaged trith 
trees and prass mats.
